The current edition of " Who* s Who in America” and the 
January, 1953, ” Congressional Directory” refleet Boland, a Democratic 
Congressman from the Second Massachusetts District, Springfield, 
Massachusetts, was bom October I, 1911, at Springfield. He was a 
student at the Boston College Law School. He was a member of the 
Massachusetts Legislature from 1935 to 1940; Register of Deeds, 

Hampden County, Massachusetts, from 1941 to 1952 and a member of 
the 83rd and successive Congresses. He served with the United States 
Army during World War D and was discharged a captain.
